President Arranges in a Gen- 
eral Way the Details of 
His Coming Tour 
of the West. 


COAST Is TO BE VISITED.

Washington, D. C., March 14.—[Special.]— 

President Roosevelt discussed at consider- 

able length today with a number of senators 

his western trip, the itinerary of which has 


been outlined roughly. It has been decided 
| in a general way that Mr. Roosevelt will be 
| absent from Washington about two months. 


He will leave here on April 1, accompanied by 
a small party, and will go direct to Yellow- 


stone Park, where he will remain about three 


weeks, which will be spent in rest and recre- 
ation. 

Secretary Root daa Surgeon General Rixey 
will be members of the party. The president 
will visit Chicago on his way west or upon 
returning eastward. Today he promised 
Senators Spooner and Quarles to stop at Mil- 
waukee, La Crosse, and Madison, when going 
through Wisconsin, and he may make one or 
two other halts in the state. 

The president, in response to the wishes of 
the people, will make a great many brief 
stops in nearly all the states through which 
he will pass. 

After spending about three weeks in Yel- 
lowstone Park the president will return as 
far east as St. Louis, where he will take part 


in the dedication exercises of the Louisiana 


Purchase exposition. 

Mr. Roosevelt will leave St. Louis about 
May 2 and will start for the Pacific coast, and 
on his journey out will accept a number of 
invitations in Kansas and Colorado and at 


ous places in California, going to the 


southern part of the state first. Later he will 


vigit. the Yosemite 38 and will return to 


Washington through Nevada. He has prom- 
ised Senators Ke and Smoot of Utah to 
make a number of stops in that state, 

While in Utah President Roosevelt will be 
the guest of the two senators at Salt Lake 


"City and Ogden. 


Invitations by the hundreds are being re- 
ceived by the president, and, if possible, he 
will accept a great many of them and the 
trip may be extended beyond the two months 


“which the president now . to devote 
to it. 


President Roosevelt does not desire to be 
put in the position of making a campaign 


tour of the country. On the contrary, he is 


merely carrying out his original intention 
to visit the people in the western states, his 
journey having been cut short last year by 
the serious developments in the wound re- 
ceived at Pittsfield. 

There is no campaign on during 1903 in 
which the national administration is inter- 
ested directly, and so the president feels at 
liberty to extend his journey indefinitely 
and to meet the people with the utmost free- 
dom wherever he goes. He will make a se- 
ries of speeches, as a matter of course, but 
they will be entirely on general governmental 
topics and will be in no sense partisan ‘ap- 
peals. 

Furthermore, to show the nonpodlitical 
character of the summer vacation trip, it 
may be mentioned that the western states, 
as every one knows, practically are solid for 
Roosevelt in 1904. It is believed that he will 
have almost every delegate from that sec- 
tion of the@country in the next sis gas 
national convention. 

If he were out after delegates and pro- 
posed to make a persona! sage = he would 
make his trip through New k state and 
down in the south Atlantic and gulf sections 
of the country, where, if anywhere, he will 
suffer in the next national convention. 

In fact, the president has been urged by 
some politicians to make just such progress 
through the south, not because there is any 


hope of carrying any southern states in the. 


election, but simply and solely to square 
himself with the delegates to the next con- 
vention. He has declined to go into any 
such scheme, so far as can be learned, and 
has adhered with his characteristic honesty 
of purpose to his original intention to cross 
the great plains and mix with his old friends 
in the Rocky mountain section of the coun- 
try. He will spend practically his entire va- 
cation in this way. 

The president's warm friends here, while 
calling attention to the nonpolitical char- 
acter of his coming journey, assert with 
great positiveness that the character of the 
receptions accorded the president certainly 
will demonstrate his great personal popu- 
larity and assure his nomination next year, 
if any such assurance were necessary. 

As the western states grow up they turn 
more and more to their own sons to repre- 
sent them in congress. It is worth noticing 
that fourteen of the twenty-five representa- 
tives in the next house from Illinois were 
born in the state, as was one ofthe two 
senators. The natives of Illinois in the dele- 
gation now are Hopkins, Mann, Wilson,

AMERICA’S NEED OF CASH. 


NEARLY $100,000,000 WORTH OF 
‘BRITISH CONSOLS URIOADED. 


New York Now the Dominating Factor 
in the World’s Financial Situation 
—Decline in Oredit Due to the With- 
drawal of Nearly $100,000,000 In- 
veated im Buglish Seecurities—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt Urged te Oonvene 
Congress to Pass a Banking Act. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

LONDON, March 14.—The decline in con- 
sols to the lowest point for a generation this 
week, which is due admittedly to American 
influences, has again drawn attention to New 
York as almost the dominating factor in the 
world’s financial situation. It t# still cus- 
tomary to regard British funds as the most 
reliable barometer, both of the financial and 
political conditions of the world at large. 
Their value in this respect, however, unques- 
tionably is diminishing, although perhaps 
only tegnporarily. 

The chief cause of the present low price 
is the reduction in the rate of interest, which 
was decreed a few years ago when the price 
was at the top notch and money the cheapest 
ever known. There also is some political un- 
easiness, due to the fear of a rupture in the 
international peace in connection with the 
Balkan crisis or the possible outcome of 
Holland’s domestic troubles, combined with 
Germany's covetousness ‘towards the Dutch 
kingdom. 

Americans Sell Consols. 


The immediate cause, however, of the ex- 
treme decline in British national credit un- 
doubtedly is the sale in America of a large 
portion of the $100,000,000 of consbls held 
there, together with the American borrow- 
ing in the already stringent European money 
market. It isn’t considered probable in Lon- 
don, Paris, or Berlin that there will be any 
substantial relief from this stringency in 
the near future. It is recognized that Amer- 
ican conditions will largely control the gen- 
eral monetary situation in the next few 
weeks, and in the absence of necessary leg- 
islation in the United States it isn't under- 
stood how the abnormal and unnecessary 
scarcity of money can be remedied. 


| Criticism for Congress. 

This difficulty arouses a renewal of the 
severe criticisms which have been current 
in many quarters here of congress and its 
impotence in any matter of real reform. 
Thus the Statist urges it as desirable that 
President Roosevelt call congress and re- 
quest it to take measures for the permanent 
relief of the money market, If this is done 
the Statist expects the president to at least 
recommend that power be given the secre- 
tary of the treasury to lodge the proceeds of 
the customs as well as the internal revenue 
with depository banks, of course on approved 
security. The paper continues: 

It this should be done it would add large- 
ly to the resources at the disposal of the 
market, and therefore diminish considerably 
the danger in the autumn. Perhaps if con- 
gress should be convened for the special pur- 
pose of dealing with the banking and treas- 
ury laws it may take the courage to pass a 
much more comprehensive measure. 

Remedy Is Suggested. 

* In the first place, the banks now are re- 
‘quired to keep in cash either 15 or 25 per 
cent of their deposits: “They must not touch 
those reserves, no matter what may happen 
to the trading community. We suggest this 
should be modified to this extent—that the 
banks should be allowed to use in lending 
and discounting part of their reserves, pro- 
vided they pay 4 duty of, say, 5 per cent to 
the government. Furthermore, the banks 
now are required to lodge in the treasury as 
security for their note circulation bonds of 
the United States, but these bonds are so 
scarce and dear that it is not profitable, 
especially as the law forbids the banks to 
reduce their circulation quickly. The banks 
should be allowed to issue notes on seGurity 
oft gold.“ 

Czar’s Desire for ‘Reform. 

The most significant political event of the 
week is the czar’s manifesto. It 16 ac- 
cepted by all competent observers of Rus- 
sian affairs as another of the emperor’s earn- 
est and sincere endeavors at reform and 
amelioration—endeavors which in the past, 
and probably in the present instance, also 
will be largely Vitiated by Russian bureau- 


cracy 
Situs tion in the Balkans. 


The situation in the Balkans and Turkey is 
still so cloudy that it is impossible to fore- 
cast either immediate or distant develop- 
ments. There is still general expectation of 
an outbreak or insurrection in Macedonia, 
but there is no indication of any sort of what 
the sultan really intends doing politically or 
in a military way. Nobody expects for a 
moment that he will display any of the 
qualities of disinterested humanity. On the 
other hand, when he adopts that rule asin 
prompt acceptance of the reform scheme 
suspicion of him everywhere is intensified. 
Europe therefore is simply waiting for him 
to show his hand, which he may be in no 
hurry to do. | 

Some attempts are being made in England 
to induce the government to change ite policy 
of abstention in Macedonian affairs. It is 
urged that there are ample inducements and 
wide imperial interests in favor of a revival 
of British prestige in thoge regions, where it 
has declined since the opening of the Suez 
canal almost to the vanishing point. There 
is even the argument advanced today in 
favor of an Anglo-Turkish alliance, which 
would undoubtedly create a military com- 
mission, which would transform the situa- 
tion not only in the Balkans but in Persia 
and the hinterland of Aden. It is politically 
unfeasible, of course, for at present the 
British government, which recently aroused 
against itself domestic unpopularity of amaz- 
ing strength, to venture such a measure as 
an alliance with the unspeakable Turk.

PAID 70 GUARD; HE ROBS 


POLICEMAN ENGINEERS A DAR- 
ING $3,500 BURGLARY, 


Gold Leaf Establishment Looted, and 
Now a Young Man Who Is Under Ar- 
rest Asserts That One of Chief of 
Police O’Neill’s Men Originated the 
Plot—Was Shown the Property be 
the Owner and Asked to Protect It— 
Part of Plunder Found. 


“There's valuable treasure there; watch 
it,” is the substance of a request made by a 
north side firm of a city policeman. 

Now this same policeman stands accused of 
being the leader in a plot to steal the treas- 
ure, which consisted of $7,000 in gold leaf. 
The plot was carried out, although only half 
of the precious leaf, to the value of §3, 500, 
was secured by the robbers. 

The policeman will be arrested this morn- 
ing, he is taken in custody his name 
will not be revealed. He is said to be well 
known on the force and itis declared that he 
figured recently before the police trial board. 


Secure a Full Confession. 

Fred Harron and William Gubbins already 
have been arrested in connection with the 
case and the police are searching for Ed- 
ward Newberg, who is implicted in a state- 
ment made by Harron. Harron made a full 
confession, telling the details of the plot 
and the part the policeman played in en- 
gineering it. | 

The Louis J. Frederick Gold Leaf and 
Bronze company, 398 Dayton street, was the 
eoncern which was robbed. The matter was 
reported to the police and the work on the 
case by Detectives Kane, McNamara, and 
Carroll was rapid and complete. 


| Selling Gold Leaf. 

At noon yesterday the detectives saw a 
well dressed young man carrying two “pack- 
ages visit decorating and sign painting es- 
tablishments in Forty-third street. They 
followed him for two hours, and ascertained 
that the packages contained gold leaf which 
he was endeavoring to sell. They finally ar- 
rested him at Forty-third street and Grand 
boulevard. 

Before being locked up the prisoner, who 
was Harron, admitted guilt and agreed to 
tell from whom the material was stolen, to 
whom large quantities of it hdd been sold, 
and all details of the conspiracy by which the 
Frederick company was robbed. 


| Story of the Plot. 
Here is his story, with a blank in place of 
the policeman's name: 
_ There were four of us in the plot myself, 
Newberg, Gubbins, and Policeman —. We 
didn’t know anything about the gold leaf 
being there till the copper told us of it and 
advised us to go and ‘lift’ it, saying it 
would be dead easy and that there would be 
no danger, as he had a pull with his su- 
perior officers and could keep us from arrest. 
It was sure enough easy, as the police- 
man furnished us with tools and told us just 
where to find the gold leaf. We couldn't 
have missed it if we had tried. We didn't 
get as much as we expected, though, for 
some of it had been removed. 


| Asked to Guard, Robs. 

“The policeman learned ot the gold leaf 
when he was traveling a beat in Frederick’s 
neighborhood. Frederick called him in one 
day and told him to watch out for burglars, 
saying he had a lot of valuable gold leaf 
there and didn’t want to lose it. 

Where is it? asked the copper and 
Frederick took him to the spot and showed 
him a small safe where the gold leaf was 
kept. | 

Alright,“ the policeman answered. I’ll 
keep close track of it for you — and he did. 

‘* Policeman — even arranged the scheme 
to sell the gold leaf. He told us that it would 
never do to try to dispose of it in large quan- 
tities, but that we must try to sell it in small 
lots by representing ourselves to be sign 
painters who were short of money.” 


Plunder Recovered. 

More than $400 worth of the gold leaf was” 
recovered, and the police expect to locate 
more of it today, Harron has given à list of 
more than twenty places where he sold small 
quantities of the leaf. 

Gubbins was arrested some time after Har- 
ron was taken in custody, being located in 
his room in the Union Loop hotel. In his 
possession was found a quantity of the gold 


leaf. 
The police believe that Gubbins can be in- 


duced to talk later on. 


GIRL REPORTED A PRISONER 
_ IN THE HOUSE OF HER AUNT. 


Stepmother Charges That Dolly Bour Is 
Tortured and Detained to Prevent Her 
from Collecting a Note. 


Held a prisoner by an aunt, and threatened 
and tortured, Is alleged to be the condition of 
Dolly Bour, 17 years old. The statement was 
made by the stepmother of the girl, Mrs. 
Adelaide Bour, Twentieth street and Mich- 
igan avenue, who has obtainéd a writ of 
habeas corpus in Judge Clifford's court made 
returnable next Tuesday afternoon. 

Mrs. Mary Bour, the girl's aunt, lives at 
5309 Ingleside avenue, and it is here, accord- 
ing to the petition, that the girl has been 
held against her will. She is detained, it 
is alleged, to prevent her from enforcing the 
collection of a note for $1,000 on which the 
aunt and her husband are liable.

“The governor has been in the habit of ac- 
cepting and receiving gifts from those who 
obtain contracts to furnish supplies to th 
state charitable institutions. 3 


Rebate on Telephone Tolls. 

„The governor, early in the year 1908. 
‘made an arrangement with the Southwestern 
Telegraph and Telephone company whereby 
he was to receive a reduction of 15 per cent 
on all long distance telephone communica- 
tions, and thereafter had the vouchers for 
the payment thereof made out for the full

Votes Paid For Openly. 

These towns are notoriously corrupt in 
election times. In some of them the bribery 
which takes place so openly is not called 
bribery or considered a serious matter. The 
money is spoken of as payment for the voters’ 
A man may be at work at his shop or 
about his house. When the local boss or one 
of his underlings comes up with a team to 
drive the voter to the polls a conversation like 
this ensues: | 
on, I'll drive you down.’ 

No, I guess not. I can’t leave my work.’ 

0, that’s all right. Get somebody to doit 
for you.’ | 

People around’ here charge money for 
working.’ 

„Well, here's $2. Hire somebody.’ 

Ot course nobody is ever hired. The aver- 
age price for a vote when there is no contest 
is $2. It costs that in many of the country 
districts merely to get the voters out. In 
some towns they are so accustomed to being 
paid they won't come out at all unless they. 
get their usual amount. 

Quite a number of towns will vote for the 
side that has the most money. In one of the 
most notoriously corrupt towns in the state a 
political worker said to me: 

I neither republicans nor democrats 
had any money, but one party had a box of 
cigars, my town would go for that party if 
the workers would give up the cigars.’ 

I heard of one town that had one man in it 
who could not be bribed and he never voted. 
Probably the most depressing feature of the 
situation is thet the men who constantly 
accept bribes are often men of substance, 
owning their homes and sometimes other 
property. They don’t need the money, but 
long years of bribe taking have deadened 
their consciences. 


Red Fire Not Enough. 


As illustrating the attitude of many of 
the voters, in one town that I know of a 
campaign marching club was organized in 
a presidential election year. Enthusiasm 
was high. Every night the club paraded 
with torchlights, burned red fire, listened to 
speeches, and generally ‘ whooped up things.’ 
On election day it developed that the party 
workers had no money tospend. It had not 
been thought wise or necessary. In great 
disgust and with one accord the members of 
the club decided not to vote, and it is said 
not one of them went to the polis during 
the day. 

Some money is used for bribery at every 
state election. A prodigious amount was ex- 
pended in 1892 when Aldrich was up for re- 
election to the United States senate, and, of 
course, it meant that republican workers 
had money. Cleveland was running for the 
presidency and the democrats had money, 
too, so the corrupt electors were in clover.“ 


‘NEW ORLEANS IS FLOODED 


BY HEAVY STORM OF RAIN. 


Water Fills the Streets and Rumors of 
Broken Levees Alarm People—Has 
Nearly Reached the Record Mark. 


New Orleans, La., March 14.—{Special. 
New Orleans has passed a restless day owing 
to the flood situation and tonight conditions 
are far from reassuring. 

The levees between New Orleans and Baton 
Rouge are in a precarious condition and it is 
hardly believed that they can hold. This 
afternoon the fiercest rain storm on record 
broke over New Orleans, Between 1 and 5 
o’clack 7.47 inches of rain fell and the streets 
were flooded from the river to the lake and 
from Carrollton to the barracks. There was 
more than a foot of water on the canal street 
and a number of houses back of the city 
were inundated.

Mrs. Hull, Mother of Murdered 
Man’s Wife, Goes Through 
a Trying Ordeal. 


‘BEARS THE TEST WELL. 


Medical Examiner Says Family 
Physician Wished to Have 
Matter Suppressed. 


Buffalo, N. T., March 14.—I Special. I- Mrs. 
M Hull, mother of Mrs. Edwin L. Bur- 

was subjected to a most trying ordeal 
today at the opening session of the coro- 
ner’s investigauon of the mystery surround- 
ing the murder of Edwin L. Burdick on the 
night of Feb. 25. : 

Mrs. Hull was first to discover Burdick’s 
dead body in the “den” of his home 
on the morning of Feb. 26. District Attor- 
ney Coatsworth subjected her to a severe 
examination, apparently trying to break 

At one point of the examination, District 


Attorney Coatsworth handed Mrs. Hull a 


photograph of the den in Burdick’s house 
with the body of the murdered man lying on 


the couch covered as Dr. Marcy found it the 


morning of the murder. Mrs. Hull took the 
photograph without so much as a trembling 
of her hands and looked at it intently and 
calmly. Then she discussed the picture and 
pointed out the familiar objects in the den. 
One of the facts brought out during the 
day's proceedings was that the family phy- 
elan endeavored to induce Dr. Howland 


‘to Make out Burdick’s death as a case of 


suicide, in order that the whole matter 
might be suppressed. | 


Four Witnesses Examined. 


Only four witnesses were examined to- 
day. They were Dr. Howland, who was one 
of the first to visit the Burdick home on 
the morning of Feb. 26 after the discovery 
of the murder; Detective Holmlund, who vis- 
ited the house on the same morning; Mrs. 
Hull, and Maggie Murray, cook in the Bur- 
dick household. 

The other women whose names have been 
mentioned during the progress of the in- 
‘vestigation, including Mrs. Burdick, Mrs. 
Paine, Katie Koenig, a maid in Burdick’s 
home, and Miss Romance, Mrs. Arthur R. 
Pennell’s maid, were in the courtroom, but 
they were not called upon to testify. 

The Burdick family was well represented 
by counsel, Hartzel & Hartzell and John 
C. Hubbell looking after their interests. 
District Attorney Coatsworth conducted the 
examination of witnesses and Detective 
Cusack sat beside Judge Murphy, prompt- 
ing him to ask several questions during the 
day. 

Mrs. Hull as a Witness. 

Naturally the most interesting witness of 
the day was Mrs. Hull. She is a little woman 
with a nervous but resolute face, blue eyes, 
and gray hair. She was gowned entirely in 


black and wore a long mourning veil fastened 


well back from her forehead. Notwithstand- 
ing her sixty-four years Mrs. Hull stood up 
under two hours of severe examination by 
District Attorney Coatsworth with remark- 
able coolness. Her answers were given ina 
calm, quiet tone, excepting now and then 
when her voice tock on a peculiar ring. She 
used smelling salts occasionally, but never 
became confused. Even when shown a pho- 
tograph of the den with the body of the mur- 


dered man lying on the couch, with the head 


battered in, Mrs. Hull did not lose control 
of her- her ves looked at the picture 
calmly, and int ; pointing out familiar 
objects.whieh the district asked her 
about. When excused Mrs. Hull left the 
witness stand without assistance. : 


Burdick’s Last Night Alive, 
In answer to questions from the district 


attorney, Mrs. Hull said that Burdick came |. 


into the dining room Thursday evening, the 
night of the murder. He had a bottle in his 
hand. She did not know what it contained, 
nor did she see it again. She thought it 
strange that it had disappeared. Burdick 
and his daughter Marion were in her room 
about 7:30. They talked about the message 
from Mrs. Burdick. She did not see Burdick 
again that night, but heard him talking with 
his eldest daughter, whom he kissed good 
night and went downstairs. : 

Mrs. Hull said she did not leave her room 
again that night after putting the children 
to bed about 9:30. She got up the next morn- 
ing at her usual hour, 7:30, without being 
called. The Murray girl called to her that 
the front door was open and the Aitchen

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window was open, and that she had called to 


Mr. Burdick and got no answer. 


Mrs. Hull averred that she heard no voices 
after she went to bed; she did not hear the 
Murray girl come in or hear the bell ring. 


When she went to the den she said she

Something on the Couch. 

She saw something on the couch. It was 
dark in there. She saw the Murray girl in 
the hall and said: Maggie, I fear that some- 
thing has happened. I do not dare go in 
there, do you? What shall we do?” Then 1 
said that we had better send for Dr. Marcy. 

“Were you on good terms with your next 
door neighbor?“ 

“ Yes, sir.“ 

„Why did not you call him?“

MANY DEATHS MAY BE LAID 
A DOOR OF NEGRO “DOCTOR.” 


Physicians in All Parts of Philadelphia 
Report Suspicious Cases—Graves of 
Supposed Victims to Be Opened. 


— — 


Philadelphia, Pa. March 14.—[ Special. }— 
The list of cases in which George Hosegey, 
the negro herb doctor,” is accused of poi- 
soning men or women for a fee may grow. 

Hossey and a woman named Catherine 
Danze are in jail charged with causing the 
death of the woman’s husband eighteen 
months ago by poison. Mrs. Danse is said 
to be only one of a host of women whose 
object in consulting the doctor was not 
legitimate. The authorities say that they 
expect to trace a number of deaths to Hos- 
sey’s potions. 

Physicians in all sections of the city have 
reported cases to the district attorney that 
will probably lead to the opening of many 
graves and to the holding of as many in- 
quests by the coroner. In each of these 
cases the patient first appeared with a minor 
complaint, which grew progressively worse 
and which, just before death, manifested 
what are now recalled as the usual symp- 
toms of arsenical poisoning. 

Seven of these practitioners were closeted 
with Assistant District Attorney Shoyer for 
several hours today. during which time they 
went over their office records in the mor- 
tality cases and frankly stated their sus- 
picions. In each of these a thorough in- 


_ vestigation was ordered. The local man- 


agers of all life insurance companies were 
asked for information ‘concerning the pol- 
icies paid upon the risks in the cases. 

The records of the bureau of health show 
that Hossey issued death certificates over 
his own signature as George Hossey, M. 
D., and the authorities are doing their ut- 


most to discover how and from whom ‘he ob- 
tained the blank forms. 


REPORT FROM E. W. CULLE! 
‘SAYS HE Is GOING TO MANILA. 


Friend Brings Word That He Met the 


Route to San Francisco. 


Messages sent to Chicago friends by Ed- 
ward W. Cullen from Salt Lake City are to 
the effect that the missing attorney is bound 
for the Philippines, with a view of locating 
there. Cullen was in Salt Lake City Tues- 
day night, and he then declared to an ac- 
quaintance that he was going to California 
to settle up a disputed will case involving 
$500,000, and would then go to Manila. 

This, the first news heard of Cullen since 
his disappearance, was received yesterday 
morning when a man who had been well 
acquainted with the lawyer arrived in Chi- 
cago and went to the office of John W. Walsh, 
formerly a partner of Cullen. The man 
brought messages from Cullen, whom, he 
said, had dined with him in Salt Lake City 
Tuesday evening. 

Cullen sent word by the acquaintance that 
he would telegraph Mr. Walsh and have him 
take charge of the legal end of the California 
will case after he had started the proceed- 
ings, and that he would then go on to 
Manila, where he expected to locate. The 
man said Cullen had been drinking. 


MORAL AID FOR IRELAND 
‘PLEADED FOR BY-DEVLIN. 


Says the Cause Will Be Benefited if Sup- 
port Is Given by His Countrymen in 
the United States. 


Joseph Devlin, speaking on the Irish land 
question before the United Irish league last 
night, made an impassioned appeal to his 
countrymen to lend their moral support in 
the fight against landlordism. , 

“If our countrymen in America will give 
us their support it will bring about a revo- 
lution in our standing at home, he declared. 
In reality there has been war in Ireland 
for the last twelve months. Irish members 
were sent to prison for periods of from two 
to six months—not as political offenders but 
in company with the lowest criminals of the 
land. 

„Not one Irishman asked pardon or ex- 
pressed regret for what he had done, or 
promised a different behavior for the future, 
although by such action he could have won 
freedom. _And now, at the end of the twelve 
months, we stand conquerors of Ireland's 
so-called conquerors, and the minister who 
said he would pass no bills in favor of land 
reforms comes before the house with the 
most revolutionary bill ever suggested by an 
Englishman—so strong, in fact, as to pro- 
pose absolute abolishment of landlordism.“

It 
was agreed that a joint conference between 
committees of the Metal Trades aseocia- 
tion and the Marine Trades council is to be 
held for the purpose of discussing the orig- 
inal strike of boilermakers and iron ship- 
builders at Townsend & Downey’s, and to 
consider other matters relating to trade 
conditions, 

“The original misunderstanding was 
caused by the misinterpretation of the orig- 
inal of a letter or letters which passed be- 
tween the two organizations.

FOR REPUBLICANS 
IS-SOUNDED BY CUMMINS, 


Governor of Towa Stands Firmly Upon 
State Platform and Reiterates De- 
mand for a Revision of the Tariff. 


Des Moines, Ia, March 14.—[Special.]—Be- 
fore the Polk county republican convention 
today Gov. Cummins sounded the keynote 
of the Iowa campaign and made it clear what 
the action of the next state convention will 
de in case the féllowers of the Iowa idea con- 
trol it, which it now appears certain they 
will. Gov. Cummins’ speech was a plain, 
clear statement of his views of the questions 
that have grown out of the platform adopted 
by the republican party in the state of Iowa 
last year and the year before. 

This platform, known as the Iowa idea. 
has become a serious issue. It advocates 
revision of the tariff where believed to be 
aiding trusts or wherever apparently no 
longer necessary. 

Respecting the Iowa platform on the sub- 
ject of the tariff the governor said he believed 
in every word that had beén uttered, Time 
and refiection had but intensified his views, 
and, while not wedded to any form of ex- 
pression, he believes the idea contained in 
the platform is not only right but essential 
to the continued success of the party, and 
that it was his purpose to do all in his power 
to introduce into the national platform of 
next year the thought to which Iowa repub- 
licans have already given utterance. 

There is no conflict whatsoever, he declared, 
between the lowa platform and anything that 
has ever been declared by a national con- 
vention. Iowa republicans all profoundly 
Believe in protection—believe that it is not 
only practically but theoretically sound. 
On the question of procity the governor 
was equally plain spoken. It is a subject 
on which men honestly. differ, he said, but 
that reciprocity which will give us a better 
market abroad and which, if it does take 
away our home market will take less than we 
acquire, has his support. 

The convention unanimously adopted reso- 
lutions approving the governor's position on

ALL IS GLOOM IN THE CASE 
OF WADE AND MRS. MOLL. 


Lawyer’s Wife at the Point of Death and 
the Woman Must Undergo a Danger- 
ous Surgical Operation. ;

Unusual circumstances combined to cause 
a delay in the disposal by Judge McEwen 
yesterday of the case of Attorney Richard A. 
Wade and Mrs. Lulu Moll, around which 
hangs a possible solution of the mystery con- 
nected with the $75,000 stamp robbery at the 
Chicago postoffice in October, 1901. 

The grave illness of the woman, necessitat- 
ing an operation that may prove fatal, the 
approaching death of Wade's wife, and in- 
formation received by State’s Attorney De- 
neen implicating Mrs. Moll and Wade in hav- 
ing a knowledge of the postoffice robbery 
were among the elements which were said to 
have determined the state’s attorney yester- 
day to have the woman released on her own 
bond and the sentence of the attorney post- 
poned until next Tuesday. Further delay 
may be occasioned, and Assistant State’s At- 
torney Frank Crow announced to the court: 
“On Tuesday, your honor, the state may 
advance good reasons why Wade's case 
should not be disposed of at present.“ 

One interpretation of this statement ad- 
vanced is that the state's attorney Is close 
to the solution of the postoffice robbery 
through information furnished by Mrs. Moll, 
whose husband, Charles Moll, an inmate of 
the Jackson (Mich.) penitentiary, is believed 
to have had a part in the crime. 

Another explanation is that Mrs. Wade is 
still in ignorance of the conviction of her 
husband, and that Wade pleaded with the 
prosecutor to delay his sentence until his 
wife shall have be u taken to a southern 
state, where she can be kept ignorant of 
Wade's conviction until her death. 

The theory that Mr. Deneen is close on the 
trail of the postoffice robbers was based on 
the fact that previous to the proceedings in 
court Mrs. Moll was in the prosecutor’s office 
in eonference with Mr. Deneen, Inspector 
Lavin, and Detective Frank Tyrrell.

money direct through warrants drawn by 
the state auditor an the state treasury. 
The truth is, the money was pald by the 
trustees of the various institutions and the 
auditor’s office has nothing to do with it. 
The trustees get the money for the ins titu- 
tions in bulk and pay it out as best suits 
them: The sale in question, therefore, 
has been paid to Watson direct by the 
trustees and has never gone through the 
auditor’s office in the shape of a warrant at 
all, It has been paid on vouchers which the 
trustees have ordered approved, and the 
state auditor has had nothing to do with it. 
| Auditor Is Not Concerned. 

The attorney general, on request of the 
state board ef charities, gave an opinion 
which the trustees of the state institutions 
thought justified them in giving Watson the 
money jin question. This opinion was read in 
the house yesterday by Representative 
Wheeler of Sangamon county, as a defense of 
what had been done respecting Watson, but 
this opinion never came to the state auditor, 


because the auditor has not paid any of this 


money, other than Watson’s salary. As the 
matter now stands the state auditor feels 
that he has no authority to pay any such 
moneys, nor will he pay any such. 

Some difficulty was experienced by the 
state board of charities in working through 
some sort of a scheme by which Watson 
could collect these large sums of money. The 
proposition was bitterly contested, especial- 
ly by the late R. D. Lawrence of Springfield, 
at that time a member of the board. Mr. 
Lawrence was a practical builder of experi- 
ence, a rough busi man, and honest to 
the core. So long as he was connected with 
the state board of charities he fought the 
Watson extras with all the vehemence 


payment of these extras as unbusinesslike, 
unwarranted by law, and illegal. But Wat- 
son, it is asserted, refused to make plans for 
state buildings unless the trustees would 
agree to allow him extra money for “ drafts- 
men and other expenses. 

| Legislature in Angry Mood. 

Many members of the legislature would 
like to see him thrown out of the job he now 
holds, but so long as Lorimer influence 
dominates’ Yates Watson is safe, so far as 
gubernatorial interference is concerned. The 
feeling in the legislature against him is so 
bitter that many men assert that, if the state 
cannot be rid of him in any other way, 
they are willing to abolish the office he holds.

That these facts are true will be evidenced, 
if ever an investigation is made into the af- 
fairs of the Western Normal school, located 
at Macomb.

Health Department Gets Al- 
lies in Its Campaign for 
as a Reform. 


— 


DOUBLE OBJECT TO GAIN. 


Refuse Can Be Used to Extend 
Park and at Same Time Stop 
Water Pollution. 


With the advent of spring the federal gov- 
ernment has renewed its campaign of dredg- 
ing the channel of the Chicago river. Simul- 
taneously the city health department has 
renewed its war against dumping these 
dredgings in the lake to the peril of the Chi- 
cago water supply. That this dumping does 


imperil the watér supply of the city, as 
contended by D. F. Crilly of the south 
commission, is attested by officials the 


health department. 
Along with this fight on water pollution 
rises a hope for the development of another 


proposed Grant park on the lake front may 
grow to the benefit of Chicago in two direc- 
tions—in providing a new breathing spot 
and in safeguarding the water supply. 


Park Strip Wholly Made Land. 


This new park strip, extending from Ran- 
dolph street to Twelfth street, is wholly 
„ made land. The aim of the health de- 
partment is that river dredgings shall be 
dumped here, thus extending the park and 
at the same time cutting off the most danger- 
ous source of water pollution. To facilitate 
the plan of extending the park the city 
is preparing to turn over to the south park 
board the control of that portion of the lake 
front from the Art institute to Randolph 
street. 

The sole argument against this plan is the 
expense, which will be increased slightly if 
seows must dump near the shore line. On 
thu point Health Commissioner Reynolds 


says: 

“The small quantity of dredgings thus far | 
placed in this new park strip were placed, to 
all evidences, with the determination of 
throttling this plan. They were dumped at 
Randolph street and, as a result, the channel 
such as there was was blocked up and then 
the old demand for a dumping plaee in the 
lake was again taken up. Let the dredging 
contractors beg at Twelfth street and keep 
@ narrow open channel from there down to 
Randolph street, thus providing sufficient 
water to handle the scows. Let them fill from 
the south end tothe north. In this way the 
plan can be carried out. 

Assistant Health Commissioner Reilly ad- 
mits that this plan will cost a trifle more, but 
he contends that it will be money well ex- 
pended. 

“The additional expense of disposing of 
dredgings in this basin,’’ he asserts in the 
health department bulletin, is a mere baga- 
telle compared with the lives and health of 
the citizens of Chicago, who, ultimately, will 
defray the expense, whether through the 
park commisisoners or the trustees-of the 
sanitary district.” 


Alternative Dumping Ground. 


If this plan is not carried out the health au- 
thorities will keep a sharp watch on lake 
4umping from now on until next winter. If 
the park commission refuses to meet the 
comparatively small additional expenditure 
the police will be instructed to see that 
dredgings are dumped in but one place—be- 
tween Thirty-fifth and Thirty-ninth streets, 
and 1,000 feet from the shore line. 

This alternative dumping ground is chosen 
by the health authorities for this reason: 

All the sewers north of Thirty-fifth street 
to the mouth of the river have diverted 
from the lake by the opening of the Twelfth 
and Twenty-second street intercepting sew- 
ere. The Thirty-fifth street sewer, however, 
and other conduits to the south continue to 
discharge into the lake. Asa result, the lake 
between the two streets named is much pol- 
luted- now. Then, too, the winds from the 
east and northeast operate to keep the filth 
and the dumpings close to the shore. This 
spot, too, is farthest removed from the most 
t crib of the water system—the four 
mile crib—and is equally distant from the |. 
Hyde Park intake. It is the one spot on the 
lake shore where the least harm could be 


tended, should remove even this slight men- 
ace by providing for dumping within the 
basin to the upbuilding of the proposed new 


rk. 

That the park board may hold a similar 
position is shown by the assertion of Presi- 
dent Crilly. 

What is the use of spending hundreds 
of thousands of dollars on intercepting sew- 
ers, said he, if we allow the sewage to be 
taken back and dumped tnto the lake, th 

to be intermingled with our water supp! 
Some of the dredging contractors argues 
that most of the dredgings consist of cut- 
tings taken from clay banks as a result of 
the river widening work now being carried on 


ficer, “ that dredgings of this character are 
comparatively clean. But nevertheless they 
carry some impurities. With such dump 
ings, too, usually go great quantities of mat- 
ter dredged from the river bottom. A citizen 
does not need to be a health official or a 
medical man to understand the danger of 
‘ this. We have spent millions of dollars on 
our drainage canal. Why nullify its work 
even in part when a slight expenditure would 
remove this constant danger and aid the city 
to reap the reward of its vast investment?“ 


Death Rate Hinges on the Plan. 
That the death rate in Chicago hinges on 
this dumping question is shown by the sta- 
tistics of the health department. Beginning 
in 1806, there was a vigorous protest against 
dredgings being placed less than eight miles 
from the shore line. The city ordinances 
prescribed that dumpings should be five 
miles from the harbor and the measures were 
construed es placing the harbor line at a 
point three miles from the shore, Contrac- 
tors fought the measure. Their influence 
even reached Washington and had a power- 
ful effect. Their reason for opposition lay 
in the fact that they operated no “sea 
going” scows or tugs which safely could 
handle dredging dumpings at that ance 
in the lake. 
Maj. Marshall, then the government engi- 
neer, outlined a dumping tract 1,000 feet 
south of the four mile crib and little more 
than that distance off the shore line. The 
four mile crib yielded immediately a pol- 
luted supply that claimed scores of Hves. 
Opposition; opened to Marshall. and his 
tranefer resuited intime. Maj. Willard, who 
succeeded him, gave every possible assist- 
ance to the health department’s efforts. 
Near the close of 1899 the city succeeded 
in ita fight against the deposit of river and 
harbor dredgings within eight miles of the 
shore line, except within the inclosed space 
known as the lake front basin. For a period 
immediatelffollowing this change the 
water supplied the city, especialgy from the 
four mile crib, which supplies the territory 
from the river south to Forty-seventh street, 
was better than it ever had been since the 
practice of daily examinations of water 
samples began in 1895. 
For the corresponding period of three 
months of that year, as compared with 1898, 
there were 213 fewer deaths attributed to 
impure water.

Fools of 
course rush in where angels fear to tread, 
but time will remedy the trouble, and some 
day there will come a field composed only 
of hall marked ”’* championship possibil- 
ities.

In one word, animals, whether in the shape 
of statuary or paintings, are not barred in 
any continental churches, and, indeed, there 
seems to be no particularly strong prejudice 
against the presence of even live stock in 
Roman Catholic fanes. For I remember 
attending midnight mass on Christmas eve 
in the church of an old Breton village many 
years ago where to the right of the altar 
a créche had been arranged, constructed of 
pine and fir branches. Under this canopy 
there sat on a low stool @ young girl with 
long black hair falling. in silky masses on 
her loose white garments, holding in her 
arms an infant a few weeks old. Beside 
her stood 4 young man wearing a gold em- 
robe, and leaning on a heavy 
staff, while an ox, a donkey, and four sheep 
were quietly munching corn from a couple 
of mangers. It was an ideal scene, especial- 
ly when seen from the dimly lighted church. 
In the south of France, in certain parts of 
Provence, Christmas continues to be cele- 
brated to this day by the famous “ feast of 
asses of medieval ages, the ceremony com- 
prising a procession of various biblical per- 
sonages up the central aisle of the church, 
one of the principal figures in the procession 
being Balaam, who rides up the aisle on a 
heavily caparisoned ass. When about half 
way up the church a young man with flowing 
yellow hair, and dressed all in white, springs 
into his path and waves a gleaming sword in 
the air, whereupon the donkey stops short; 
the rider then begins to beat it vigorously. 
A child, who has meanwhile crept under the 
voluminous trappings of the animal, now 
cries out in a piteous voice: “ Why do you 
hurt me so?”

Most of the readers of Tun Trreunp will 
have either seen paintings or prints of the 
mass celebrated in all Catholic countries ef 
Europe on St. Hubert’s day for the benefit 
of the hounds.

Indeed, alf through 
the scripture kindness and consideration for 
animals is taught, while in that benedicite 
which is used in the liturgy of the Church of 
England the following verse occurs: “ O, ye 
whales and all that move in the waters, bless 
ye the Lord; O, all ye fowls of the air, 0. all 
ye beasts and cattle, bless ye the Lord.“ 

In Scotland I have sometimes seen shep- 
herds’ dogs accompany their masters to 
church on Sundays, though I have never had 
an opportunity of inquiring of the masters 
whether they believed that the dogs under- 
stood the divine service or were benefited 
thereby. Stories, however; are told, for the 
truth of which I cannot vouch, tending to 
show that the canine listeners were able to 

appreciate the character of the sermon, and | 
that if the discourse displeased them they 
would leave the church with a sort of tired 
and dissatisfied expression on their faces. 

In thts connection, however, I may be per- 
mitted to mention a personal experience 


which occurred to me in Scotland, where the 


pastor of a country church, who one of 
my friends, had asked me, owing to an attack 
of intense hoarseness, to deliver an address 
in the place of his Sunday sermon. I got 
on pretty well untilan aged but by no means 
venerable looking ram strode in through 
the open door and up the aisle to the base 
of the pulpit, whence I was preaching to 
the congregation, consisting mainly of shep- 
herds and crofters.

sons poor and in misfortune who are unable 
to pay fare, and to whom passes have been 
granted,” In 1897 the legislature amended 
the last part of the above quoted sentence 
to make it read, “ and others to whom passes 
have been granted.” The “ others” were 
members of the legislature. , 

The action then taken caused popular in- 
dignation, and the conventions of the I. 
political parties held the following y 
condemned the free pass abuse. In 1800 
the legislature voted that it was inexpedient 
to enact a law prohibiting the issue of free 
passes to its members. It was suggested 
‘that the subject be referred to the consti- 
tutional convention which was about to 
meet. 

The convention, whose members had 
passes, refused to consider the subject, and 
recommended that the legislature take the 
matter in hand and enact such legislation, if 
any, as, in its opinion, the public good might 
require. When the general court met in 
January of this year a motion that the mat- 
ter of free pass legislation be indefinitely 

was carried. So the old law 
which practically legalized the gift of free 
passes to members of the legislature remains 
in force. New Hampshire is the only state 
which has such a law. 

The money value of a pass to most mem- 
bers of the legislature in a small state like 
New Hampshire is not great, and yet the 
member who has only a few miles to tra vel 
will not give up his pass if he can help it. 
The pleasure of getting something for noth- 
ing, and of being distinguished from the 
common herd that has to pay, make the 
free pass peculiarly attractive. In spite of

It would be easy to get rid of the pass 
system if the railroads did not believe they 
were the gainers by the bestowal of free 
transportation on members of legislatures, 
judges, and other public officials.

The influence may 
betiefit the railroads, but it certainly does 
not benefit the genera! public. The ordinary 
citizen who has to pay when he travels is 
much in favor of the abolition of the free

HOUSE BILL NO. 302. 

There is a bill before the legislature to 
give the Illinois and Michigan cana! com- 
missioners exclusive comtrol of the Des- 
plaines river wherever it borders on the 
canal between Lockport and Lake Joliet. 
The commissioners are given also the abso- 
lute control of the water power rights be- 
tween the points named. 

The bill is ome which demands close at- 
tention on the part of the Chicago members 
because its object is to cut off the sanitary 
district from participation, except perhaps 
to am extmemely limited extent, In water 
rights which would not exist but for it. It 
was the understanding when the sanitery 
district act was passed that the water pow- 
er which was to be created by the expendi- 
ture of Chicago money was to be utilized, 
as far as possible, for the benefit of Chica- 
go. It was not expected that the state 
would step in and attempt to reap where 
it had not sown. 

There is another reason why the bill 
which has beem mentioned should be looked 
into closely, not merely by members from 
Chicago but by those from all parts of the 
state. Undoubtedly the state has some 
water power rights. It cannot develop them 
itself. To get revenue out of them it must 
lease them. Unless precautions are taken 
a lease may be made which will be of much 
value to the lessee and of little value to 
the lessor. If the canal commicsiopers were 
to be given control of water power rights, 
estimated at 150,000 horse power, a lease 
might be made to a private corporation 
which would be about the same as a free

THE REAL ESTATE 
A rea! estate assessment cannot be made 
which will satisfy everybody. The value 
of a piece of property which has mot just 
changed hands is a matter about which 
there are widely differing opihions. Ap- 
parently some men inevitably overestimate 
the value of real estate, while others put 
quite low valustions on it. Recently there

No sooner_was it made than the assessors 
were charged with having put down some 
property at only 60 or 75 per cent of its 
fair cash value; In nearly all instances 
the assessors were able to find real estate | 
experts to sustain their figures. * 

The board of assessment is to make this 
year its quadrennial assessment of Chicago 
real estate. No matter how carefully and 
conscientiously. the work may be done it 
will be criticised severely. Many property 
owners will say that their holdings have 
been put down at too high and those of 
some others at too low a figure. There 
may occasionally be justice in the com- 
plaints. Public officials, who favor the high- 
est possible assessments because they give 
imcreased revenue, will blame the assessors 
for being too conservative. It is not their 
business to mark up valuations in order 
to swell the tax billa of property owners. 
They are to get as near as they can to the 
fair cash value of property, which is al- 
ways lower than the estimates of boom- 
ers. 

This year’s assessment will doubtless be 
an improvement on the one first made. The 
agsessors understand their business better 
than they did. They have taken notice of 


the changes in real estate values in some 


parts of the city and will modify their as- 
sessments accordingly. In all probability 
the second assessment will be free from 
W ͤ the 
first one. 


CHAMBERLAIN’S RETURN. 
Joseph Chamberlain has returned to Eng- 
land. It may be years before the world can 
decide whether he has failed to reconcile the 
irreconcilables in south Africa or whether 
he has induced the lion and the Boer to 
dwell in peace together and let Lord Milner 
lead them. Whatever may be the outcome 
of his journey, he has done what no other 
British secretary of state for the colonies 
has done. He has crossed the seas to study 
a great question at close quarters and to 
meet face to face the people whose recon- 
cilement is so desirable for the peace of 

‘south Africa and of the empire. 

Mr. Chamberlain has met not only the 
Boer leaders but the Boer people, citizens of 
the former republics or subjects of the Eng- 
lish crown in Cape Colony. He has dealt 
with the Afrikander bund and the loyalists 
of the cape and of Natal, and, according to 
published reports, has so carried himself 
as to win the respect of all. When the op- 
position in parliament makes statements 
about south African affairs he can deny, 
qualify, or admit without having to depend 
on others. He can no longer be accused of 
ignorance of local conditions, nor can he 
plead ignorance as an excuse. Hereafter 
his responsibility and his authority will be 
increased, because he now knows south Af- 
rien.

it must be explained that both the earl of 
Desart, who draws a salary of $15,000a year 
as government prosecutor, and the attorney 
general, whose salary is $18,000 a year—that 
is to say, more than three times the annual 
pay of the premier—have definitely refused 
to institute criminal proceedings against 
Whitaker Wright and his fellow directors, 
the action of the attorney general, who is the 
principal law officer and chief legal adviser 
of the administration, having been indorsed 
in parliament by the cabinet and also by the 
vote of a docile tory majority when a division 
was taken in the matter. 


The attitude of the attorney general, Sir 
Robert Finlay, and of Lord Desart in de- 
clining to institute criminal proceedings was 
all the more extraordinary in view of the 
fact that there is a large fund placed at 
their disposal by the treasury for just such 
purposes as these; that the report of the 
bankruptcy court was to the effect that 
there was ample ground for criminal action; 
and likewise that it had been proved beyond 
a shadow of doubt that there had been 
fraudulent balance sheets, returns, and re- 
ports issued by the management of the 
company, which, according to the law of 
the land. constitute a crime. 
Both Sir George Lewis, who is the leading 
criminal lawyer in England. and Sir Albert 
Rollit, who was in this country last fall and 


who has been president of the London cham- 


ber of commerce, of the associated cham- 
bers of commerce of the united kingdom, as. 
well as the president. of the Incorporated 
Law society, composed of those English law- 
vers known as “ solicitors,” have publicly 
stated over their names that ample cause 
exists for the criminal prosecution of Whit- 
aker Wright and of certain of his fellow 
directors, and consequently the reluctance of 
the attorney general, of the public prosecu- 
tor, and, in one word, of the government, to 
take any steps with regard to the bringing 
to justice of Whitaker Wright and his as- 
sociates was ascribed naturally to the ex- 
istence of some extremely powerful influence 
exercised in their behalf. 

Whitaker Wright and his friends have 
themselveg been among the first to create 
the belief} rather by insinuation than by 
direct statement, that the sheltering influ- | 
ence was exercised by no less a person than 
the king himself and certain other members 
of the royal family, and this has been pub- 
lished so far and wide, has been exploited 
as a plece of news in all corners of the earth, 
and has even been repeatedly referred to in 
parliament during the debate on the subject 
three weeks ago, that it is difficult to affect 
to ignore the matter any longer.

aker Wright schemes, while with regard to 
the alleged friendship between the monarch 


the only occasion on which they ever met 
was at Cowes, when the king, at that time 
prince of Wales, allowed Wright to be pre- 
sented to him at an entertainment on board 
one of the yachts lying at anchor there. 
The king had, while prince of Wales, plenty 
of opportunities of making money by per- 
fectly legitimate investment. His son-in- 
law, the Duke of Fife, is a singularly able 
banker; 80, too, is the most trusted member 
of the royal household and its present chief, 
Lord Farquhar, added to whidh Edward VII. 
never made the slightest secret of his pro- 
nounced feelings of friendship for Cecil 
Rhodes, of his sympathy for the great Jew- 
ish philanthropist, Baron Hirsch, and of his 
intimacy extending over a long term of 
years with the Rothschilds. 

It is preposterous, therefore, to Wee 
that he would in any way place himself in 
a financial sense in the hands of a speculator 
and company promoter, such as Whitaker 
Wright, whom he had met but once and of 
whose antecedents he knew virtually noth- 
ing. Nor is there any other members of the 
royal family, least of all the king's brother, 
the duke of Connaught—through his wife an 
extremely wealthy man—who had any deal- 
ings with Wright, and it is an outrage that 
a prince of such singularly stainless, high 
minded, and chivalrous character as the 
duke of Connaught should have been men- 
tioned in the matter. 


What is true, however, is that several 
high dignitaries of the court and, also some 
of the minor members of the administration 
have been associated with Whitaker Wright 
in his numerous schemes, and of course it is 
possible that the court and government may 
have been desirous of shielding them. Lord 
Edward Pelham Clinton, for instance, whois 
still a member of the royal household, who 
was its master until a couple of years ago, 
and who has spent his whole life in the 
service of the royal family, has been actively 
associated with Whitaker Wright as the 
star director of many of his companies, his 
name and jikewise the position of trust 
which he held at court u Queen Victoria 
serving to give the public a confidence in the 
companies on which his name figured as 
director. | 

It may be remembered that an equally 
prominent member of Queen Victoria's 
household, the late Lord Oxenbridge, elder 
brother of the present British ambassador at 
Paris, was similarly connected with Jabez 
Balfour, who, like Whitaker Wright, ruined

The program last Tuesday was of distinct 
attractiveness, including, as it did, the 
Schumann Quartet in F major, the Cesar 
Franck Quintet, and a group of songs. The 
quartet was played with exceptional tech- 
nical finish and finesse, and with an insight 
into its poetic.and emotional content that 
was illuminative. The variations were 4 
delight merely in the sensuous beauty of the 
tone in which they were delivered, and the 
final allegro was inspiring in the animation 
and buoyant spirit that distinguished it.

It is a creation that possesses 
the vitality and sweep that spring from in- 
spiration—the auditor feels that the creation 
was less a matter of choice than of neces- 
sity. The composer had something to say, 
and the saying, while possibly a labor, was 
a labor of love. | 


It is a work that has climax, each of the 
three movements being stronger and more 
effective than the one preceding. The slow 
movement is of remarkable nobility and 
beauty, and the-final allegro grips the audi- 
tor’s attention and holds it to the close. The 
work was given with impassioned intensity, 
an appreciation of the composition’s rhap- 
sodic spirit, and a fine proportion in shading 
and expression, that made the performance 
satisfying in exceptional measure.

FASTEST TRAINS 
RUN AT BIG LOSS. 


One Limited Express Prevents the 
_ Runing of Five Laden with 


* 


N taking off tte twenty-hour train from 
Chicago to New York the other day in 
favor of the increased freighting of coal 
and other commodities the management 
of the Pennsylvania company suggested 

to the traveling public at what cost to gen- 
eral traffic the traveler was enabled fo make 
that distance in that time. For with a tmain 
averaging fifty miles an hour over the mixed 
gingle and double tracks of the line k has 
been estimated that the movement of this 
train kept out of service full fifty miles of 
tracks for the full twenty hours of the run. 
This means that for perhaps eight miles 
behind the train and forty-two miles ahead 
of it in every minute of its run all other trains 
operating on this main line are.siowing down, 
stopping, sidetracking, or moving out again 
upon the line to gain momentum and pursue 
their several courses. 
Fifty miles an hour, including stops, is 
notable speed to be maintained for a thou- 
sand miles. To get such a train through on 
time would be a company pride. In any case 
the mger train. with the malle has the 
right of thé track, and all freight trains are 
secondary to it in the matter of taking the 
sidings, but in the special case of such a 
train as this trainmen on the line have a 
disposition to take it more seriously than 
ite great speed would seem to demand. , 


Means Delay to Freight. 


According to the operating rules of the road 
every train of a second class coming upon the 
time of a train of the first class must have 
taken a siding and cleared the switch en- 
trance five minutes before the train ap- 
proaching is due. To the uninitiated this 
would seem to fi a five minute lose to 
the train of the second class. In reality, 
even if the train has run eo close that the 
switch is just at hand, probably a grade or a 
heavy load or slippery rails, or one of a dozen 
possibilities, may lose the freight train fif- 
teen or twenty minutes before it has got 
under headway again. ‘ 

But just five minutes before a flyer is due 
in each case the freight train cannot be at 
a siding. It may be at a siding with just 
twenty-five minutes’ run to the next station, 
and with only twenty-three minutes in which 
to get there and clear thetrack. Manifestly 
this cannot be done, and the freight takes the 
siding where it is and waits the probable ten 
minutes which the flyer will need to consume 
the distance. Such a freight train may be 
making twenty-five miles an hour; because 
it cannot get to the next station two minutes 
earlier than ie possible, it loses the ten min- 
utes it has to wait, it loses the twenty-three 
minutes which it ought to have run and could 
have run, and when it gets to the next station 
it is still twemty-three minutes behind—e 
total of fifty-six minutes lost off ite schedule, 
leaving it nearly twenty-five miles behind its 


* 


Makes Conductors Cautious. 


Such a loss as this might be induced by any. 
passenger train having the right of way 
over a freight train. In the case of such a 
train as has just been taken out of service, 
however, its great speed has its influences 
upon trainmen in the matter of making these 
sidings. If five minutes clearance is enough 
for a passenger train making only twenty- 
five miles an hour, the influence of a train 
running fifty miles an hour is to make the 
conductor of the freight train consider a 
ten minute clearance of his own rather than 
the five minutes clearance of the regulations. 
So that frequently when conductor of 
the freight train may make the next siding 
with the necessary clearance, he waits where 
he is because he cannot make it the ten 
minutes clearance that he would like to have. 

The complications of these situations are 
with reference to only two sidings that are 
ten miles apart. In many sections of the 
country sidings are two or three miles apart 
and in the run of one hour a train making 
actual speed of a mile a minute may pass 
ten of these sidings and six or seven 
trains, all of which are influenced in more 
or less degree by the same conditions at- 
fecting the first example. .

This novel elevator plant in Ashland ave-

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nue is of limited capacity as c with 
the great 2,000,000 bushel elevator in Port 


Arthur, Ont. It will have a capacity for 
240,000 bushels, the plant consisting of eleven 
elevator tanks and the working house at 
one corner, h which the grain is ele- 
vated by machinery into the tanks. Each 
tank is twenty feet in diameter, inside meas- 
ure, and is ninety feet high. The tanks are 


in two rows, the working house occupying 
the place of the possible twelfth tank in the 
scheme. These tanks stand close together, 
leaving between them a space formed of the 
segments of the outer rims of four tanks, 
each of these five incidental tanks holding 
§,000 bushels, or a little more than one-fourth 
the capacity of each tank proper. 

Hollow tiling and the perfection of its bak- 
ing in any form have made possible this 
departure from the elevator of the old type. 
Steel and brick grain tanks had preceded 
the present elevator scheme, each being de- 
ficient somewhere. With the perfecting of 
tiles, Ernest V. Johnston of Chicago, fol- 
lowing the old brick typé designed by his 
father before him, became sponsor for the 
new structure, which just now is attracting 
wide attention in North Ashland avenue. 

In the building of these elevator tanks 
three tunnels were cut as a beginning, the 
centers of the tanks aboveresting over them 
and the bottoms of these tanks sloping bin 
shaped downward to ro outlet controlled 
by a trap. These tank bottoms are of stone 
and cement, resting upon the stone walls of 
the tunnels, and from this base of cement 
and stone the tile structure is built up- 
ward, a false flooring following it up upon 
which the workmen stand. * 

Each piece of tile entering into the tank 
structure is shaped to the circumference 


of the tank. The first tile of a course is 
12x12 inches square and five inches thick, 
having a thickness of two air spaces. On 
the top of this tile is laid a strip of gal- 
vanized woven wire, cement is spread upon 
it, and on top again is placed a course of 
channel ing, breaking joints. When 
this channel tiling is in place three steel 
bands are placed in it around the full cir- 
cumference of the tank, and channel 
filled with cement, making the steel rust- 
proof. Gradually as the tank rises above 
the point of greatest pressure these bands 
are dropped out; two are sufficient two- 
thirds of the way up, and atill nearer the 
top of the tank only one band Is sufficient. 

When the first wall is up an outer jacket 
of -tiles is put on, leaving the completed 
tank with joints broken everywhere and 
airtight from cement, and in the wall three 
separate air chambers neutralizing the ef- 
fects of heat, cold, and moisture from the 
outer air. The tops of the tanks are fin- 
ished with a row of ornamental eave tiling 
and above this is a steel structure support- 
ing a roof of book tiling laid in cement and 
covered with gravel. 

The working house of the tank plant 
houses the elevator machinery. The eleva- 
tor belting of the ordinary type is used, and 
by means of tt grain is carried in and out

“Indoor occupations, and especially working with the

While there are, now and then, stories 
cabled from the other side of the ocean as 
to the wonderful rate of speed attained by 
this, that, or the other foreign railroad, yet 
the recent new record in New York—107 
miles an hour—will most likely hold- the 
Europeans for a time at least. 

Many experienced railroad men are of the 
opinion that the maximum rate of speed 
in the passenger service has about been 
reached, while an opposite view is held by 
extreme progressivists. It is, however, gen- 
erally admitted that it is more than possi- 
ble to build engines which will make bet- 
ter time than that now made, but the fear 
chtainggthat it will be impossible to secure 
men to drive them, for the reason that there 
is a limit to human endurance. In this con- 
nection one of the most prominent locomo- 
tive engineers in the country said: 

“It matters not in the least how high a 
rate of speed engine builders develop, it 
win not, in my opinion, be a hard task to 
emplay mén to drive them. With the as- 
surance of a clear track, it is just as easy 
for an engineer to run his train at a rate 
of 100 miles an hour, as it would be to cover 
half that distance in the same period of 
time. All that is necessary to improve the 
Present system is to keep the track as ab- 
svlutely clear as it is possible to do so. This 
state of affairs does not exist at the present 
Granting that every reasonable im- 
provement is made in the manner I have 
indicated, I see no reason to fear a scarcity 
of men to run 100 mile an hour trains. 
“Locomotive engineers are gradually devel- 

oped to that high point of efficiency wherein 
they safely, drive topnotch speed trains. 

From fireman on a ‘shifter’ they.are grad- 
ually promoted’as they become experienced 
and demonstrate their qualities and relia- 
Lility. From the position of fireman the 
first promotion is to be engineer of the 
Shifter, and from the latter to engineer 
ef local. freight, then to local passenger, 
then an express train, and finally, after 
they have thus been tried out and found to 
be all there, they assume the responsibility 
of driving the fastest trains on the road.

Richards “Tintagel.” 


HERE are some good paintings in the 
exhibition to which Mandel invites his 
Triends and customers, but the only 
really fine and charming one is W. 
T. Richards’ “Tintagel.” This is true in 
: spite of the mighty name of Gerome and the 
: $25,000 adorning the frameof the 
cipal picture. But the subject of it is so 
pulsive that it affects one’s judgment of the 
great painter’s great work. The title, The 
Wild Beasts Return to Their Den,“ is ap- 
licable to both the four legged and the two 
egged figures Init. A hideous procession of 
Savage animals gorged on human blood is 
being clubbed to its rest, and a receding 
stream of Romans pours along the oe 
exits’ of the Colosseum, ke the 
other, voluntarily, but, like it, satiated with 
slaughter. It is gory, powerful, historically 
correct, but Why should such an artist busy 
himself with such ecenes? 

Another look at lovely Tintagel should 
Grive away this nightmare. It is in wild, 
beautiful Cognwall, where hosts of British 
artists congregate, and whence William 
Wendt, well known in Chicago art, has just 
sent home some score of canvases. The 
country is poor-and rugged, the coast rocky 
and dangerous, but seed time and harvest, 
cold and heat, summer and winter, day and 
night, deauty does nét cease from the land.“ 
and will not while there are artists intent on 
plucking the mystery of beauty out of the 
heart of nature. Even the hotels plume 
themselves on its attractions, and one of 
them exploits the splendid story of Arthur 
and the Table Round,“ which belongs to 
Tintagel. They have set.up in its hall a 
round table with the place for each knight 
plainly designated. Looking at one of these 
a Chicago child was highly displeased be- 
cause that hateful Modred’s place was set 
next to the kings.

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CARLET FEVER, peculiar to children, is one of 
the most dangerous and communicable diseases 
in Chicago. 
and isolation of its victims, has a death rate in 
Chicago of only one-eighth of 1 per cent. Yet a 
child that may be one of a family of ten, living 
in a flat building, where there may be a 
hundred other tenants, cannot be removed upon 

the diagnosis of scarlet fever, while if afflicted with the com- 

paratively inconsequential smallpox, the city would move it 
forcefully if the parents should make resistance. 


Why should this be so? The city has a hospital for the 


isolation of the victims of smallpox. If your child should be 
Stricken with one of half a dozen other dangerous communi- 
cable diseases tomorrow, you would be unable to secure a bed 
for it in any hospitable for love or money. ” 

The result? If through no fault of your own one of your 
children is infected and you are a resident of a ffat, hotel, 
apartment building, or even a house in a congested neighbor- 
hood, you are between ‘the fire of your neighbors, who would 
like to force the removal of the child, and the Invincible de- 
cision of che health department, which says that you shall not 
move it. 

Your recourse? One of the best, perhaps, is not to have 
called in a doctor who is too scrupulously honest. In such a 
case the health department may not know anything about it 
and tue neighbors may be saved a good deal of worry. As for 
you, however, your worries will suffice for all. Ender any 
circumstances the physician, in the protection of the rest of 
your children and in the safeguarding of the rest of the 
neighborhood, will make home about as pleasant for you as 
some of the bastiles of past history. Your living rooms will 
be cut in two; the bathroom will go with the sick room; 
sheets drenched with disinfectants will hedge in the sick one: 
you will have to wash carefully in disinfecting washes and 
change clothing in going in and coming out of the house: and 
at all times you will share with the physician the fear of dis- 
eovery. 

Or if your 1 will not hear to a secreting of the 
case, you may be allowed the privilege of leaving off the red 


placard of the disease, taking the askance looks of the neigh- 


Dore, and still going through all the disabilities which come 
of being a prisoner in your own home. 


Nowhere to Go. 

And in view of all these possibilities, these are the prob- 
abilities: 

There are 5,000 cases of scarlet fever and 600 cases of 
diphtheria in Chicago in a year, to say nothing of measles, 
whooping cough, and pneumonia that develop largely among 
the children of the city. Yet if one of your children were 
stricken with one of these diseases tomorrow you could not 
find a bed for it in a hospita) for either love or money. 

A few months ago a father having in his arms a child 
stricken with diphtheria was turned from his flat into the 
streets, and while seeking the shelter that was denied him at 
every turh the babe choked to death on his shoulder. Today 
Chicago scarcely realizes how easily such an®ther tragedy of 
the kind ght happen. The Children's Hospital society has 
been agitating the subject recently, and through some of those 
familiar with the present situation may bring the Chicago 
citizen to a realization of the condition. 

Dr. Albert Hale has made some observations with refer- 
ence to Chicago hospitals in general, and out of the 4,500 beds 
in the hospitals of the city there are only a little more than 
200 available for children. For children having contagious 
and infectious diseases, aside from smallpox, there are forty- 
five beds in ward 26 of the Cook County hospital, and the 
MeCormick fund provides ten beds for scarlet fever victims in 
the Presbyterian hospital. These are the accommodations for 
children in all Chicago who may be suffering from infectious 
and contagious diseases, and at the present moment the forty- 
five beds in the Cook County hospital, ward 26, have sixty-five 
Patients in them, while the ten beds at the Presbyterian hos- 


Pital annex are always full. 


* 
Needs of the Children. 

Dr. Rosa Engelmann. one of the five inspectors of such 
diseases for the board of health, necessarily is an enthusiast 
on the subject of better accommodations for children in the 
hospitals. An experience a few days ago served to accentuate 
that enthusiasm. 

On the far south side, two hours’ time from her office in the 
Reliance building, the doctor went to inspect a case of diph- 
theria. It was that of a little girl only 8 months old. Mem- 
branous matter in the child’s throat was strangling it, and 
she was just in time to insert the tube which saved it. At 
the time there was a place for the child in the Cook County 
hospital, but in spite of the fact that there were several other 
children in the family exposed to the disease the parents ob- 
Jected to the babe's removal. Antitoxin -was administered to 
the sufferer and immunizing doses to the other children, and 
for five days the baby was kept in tpe house. On te fifth 
Gaya telephone call for the doctor came from the. house to say 
that the tube had been coughed from the child's throat and 
at it was strarigling. Again the doctor, after nearly two 
hours, reached the little one just in time to save it. But the 
lesson served and the child that day was taken to the waiting 


bed in the hospital. , 


Diphtheria Kills 
Few people appreciate just what the situation is in Oni- 
€ago with reference to these diseases,“ said Dr. Engelmann. 
With Smallpox there is no trouble. When it is diagnosed the 
Patient must be removed to the isolation hospital provided for 
Victims of the disease. And yet look at the death rate in 
*Malipox as compared with the rate in diphtheria. Vaccina- 


tion’ for the one has reduced the rate to one-eighth of 1 per 


Cent, while in the two phases of diphtheria the death rate, 
even with antitoxin, is 4 per cent and 24 per cent. In small-

As one of the interesting cases of child need for hospital 
treatment Dr. Engelmann recalls the story of, a little patient 
of hers, who, having heart disease in one of its most dan- 
gerous and distressing forms, developed both Scarlet fever and 
diphtheria at the same time. Knowing what hospital treat- 
ment was this child, 13 years old, begged to be taken some- 
where to an isolated ward. But there was not a bed of the 
kind in all Chicago for her, though her parents were willing 
to pay any reasonable amount for the accommodation.

Child Life in Hospitals. 

Child life in the hospitals of Chicago is a misnomer. 
Taking the children’s wards of the public hospitals the atmas- 
phere of them is suggestive of a seriousness and a suffering 
that sit strangely upon childhood—so strange and sadly in 
the row after row of little sufferers that visits to such wards 
en the part of those able to give to, the Children's Hospital 
society should mean money to the fund. 

There are smiles in these wards. There are tears in all 
naturalness. But between these extremes of childish expres- 
sion is the dead, dull, doggedness of disease and suffering— 
the vacant face of the weakling—the hopelessness that is born 
without hope. Looking upon the sick wards filled with the 
worldly wise, the halt and the lame and the blind, one fails of 
the impressions that are in these child wards, where only 
sufferers from unearned ills are found. 

To the sufferers in many cases there are compensations. 
In thé Cook County hospital, where are more beds for children 
than are in any other of the general nen these little

Occasionally to a patron, however, the market butcher's 
stand is too arbitrary. For occasionally the family man who 
may want a steak after the fashion of his downtown tau- 
rant, goes to his restaurant and buys from its ice box the steak 
which his home butcher will not cut for him. ; 

In this cutting, however, the restaurant butcher has all the 
advantage of the man of the saw and the knife in the market. 
The market butcher buys whole carcasses of dressed beeves, 
calves, sheep, and hogs, whereas in the restaurant only the 
sneep carcass is bought in its entirety; the others being cut 
to order and received in the sections from which choice cuts 
are to be made with a minimum of waste. 


The Difference in Cutting. 
In a general way the man in the butcher shop knows noth- 
ing about the cutting up of a restaurant’s meat supply. The 
restaurant butcher has a trade of his own, and for the market 
butcher to look on at Barney Allwell as he plies knife, saw, 
and cleaver in the meatroom at Kinsley’s would be a revela- 
tion. 
To Barney Allwell a mutton is a mutton, dressed in stock-

yasds style and ready for the knife as it is in any meat market. 
But aside from the ox tails for soup’, a beef is composed only of 
loins; a veal carcass is composed of the hind legs and the loins; 
a hog carcass includes only the rack and the loin. 

In cutting up a mutton carcass an overwhelming propor- 
tion of it goes into stew meats. 
ton, as the age of the animal makes it, is one of the chief 
ends of the cutting; the rack from which the rib chops are 
cut is another; the loin from which the loin chops come 
is another. 
trimmings of the meat go into that great pile of stewing meat. 
In the cutting of this the cleaver is the instrument of dismem- 


berment. |

Eye to Smoothness and Proportio 

In all his cutting the restaurant butcher has an eye to a 
smoothness and proportion which do not vex the man in the 
market. The restaurant butcher must be an artist. He must 
cut closer to weight, if anything, than does the market 
butcher; a bone or gristle that is of no consequence to the mar- 
ket man must be taken out of the restaurant cut; one steak 
must be made as nearly as possible like another of the same 
kind, and with each of them smoothness, which is essential, 

must never be at a cost of weight. | 
In cutting up a sheep or a lamb the legs are rounded to the 
point of symmetry at the heavy end, while the shank end has 


the meat stripped from the bone for an inch and a half up. * 


The rack,“ as may be guessed, is formed of the ribs and the 
split backbone. The points of these ribs are trimmed bare for 
an inch or more and from this rack are cut the rib chops, 
which in Chicago are more in demand than are the loin chops. 
The ordinary mutton chop,.as cut by Butcher Allwell, weighs 
about a quarter of a pound and may be cooked in fifteen 
minutes. 

The English mutton chop comes from the carcass of a 
heavy sheep and is cut in either English or American style. 
In English style the chop is split, leaving a rib in each, the two 
hanging together by a thread of meat at the thick end. In this 
way the two ribs are turned together toward their inner sur- 
faces, making a double chop lying in triangular fashion on the 
broiler. Such a chop will weigh a pound and a half and may be 
broiled in eighteen minutes. Cut in American style, the two 
ribs of the chop are left together, the whole being three inches 
thick and requiring a full half hour on the griddle. 


Best Work Is with Beef. 


From a loin of beef the best work of the butcher-artist is 
called out. With such a loin as it leaves the packing house 
the restaurant butcher makes a first pass at it with the knife,

The next move is with the fingers at the 
choicest piece of meat in all the carcass of the beef. 

This is the tenderloin, a long strip of lean meat lying in 
a roll just under the ribs. From this roll of tender meat is 
eut one of the two fillets Chateaubriand which are possible in 
a beef—steaks which weigh two and a half pounds each and 
which may cost a dollar a pound when served. This steak is 
the royal cut of a whole loin; it is such that when served the 


marks of the broiler must not show upon it, and to this end 
two thin steaks are cut from the heavy end of the loin simply 
that they may protect it from the hot irons of the broiler. 
With its double wrapping of meat this steak requires forty 


minutes efor cooking. 
From the remainder of this tenderloin roll fillets mignon 


are cut, being much smaller than the central cut and in the 


process of cooking not protected from the irons. In each case 
after these tenderloin cuts are made they are wrapped in a 
cleth, set on end, and struck a few sharp blows with the broad- 
side of a cleaver, mashing them thin and bruising the meat 
to additional tenderness. In all of these steaks only the least 
proportion of fat is left and they are trimmed as nearly round

Finest Steak of All. 


As u special cut to a special order the tenderloin is made to 
yield the Royal Horse Guard steak—a piece of steak cut from 
the center of the tenderloin roll and weighing five pounds. It 
is more than three inches thick and must come from the car- 
cass of a big steer. 

With the tenderloin roll out of the beef Poin as received 
from the yards, the ribs are cut out and the steak cutting be- 
gins in earnest. Preparatory to it a piece of-meat is cut from 
the heavy end of it, designed to be served à la mode. From 
this end of the loin in order are cut the rump steaks, the sir - 
loin butts, the porterhouse steaks, and the sirloins. 

To the great masses of beefsteak eaters in the restaurants 
the sirloin steak is the most popular. There are more of them 
in a loin, and they may be cut in more ways than any of the 
others. As single, extra, and double steaks they are in demand 
at all seasons. While a sirloin steak cut in a market for 
household use may be a foot wide and almost as big as the 
cook’s apron, the sirloin steak of the first class restaurant does 
not exceed four inches at its widest part, and is about nine 
or ten inches long. For a Single steak it is cut an inch thick 
and weighs a pound and a quarter; extra it is an inch and a 
half thick, weighing one pound and a half; and double it is two

Kight porterhouse steaks may be cut to single thick- 
nesses from one beef, each weighing two pounds; six extra 
steaks, weighing nearly three pounds, or four doubles, weigh- 
ing four pounds each. Twenty, thirty, and forty minutes are 
given to the broiling of these three thicknesses of porterhouse 
steaks. Each steak is trimmed with regard always to its 
shape and smoothness, and in the trimming the butcher is al- 
lowed the margin of only half an ounce in the trimming; that 
is, if in the trimming of a steak it falls short of its weight by 
more than half an ounce, it is not served, and the butcher is

Cutting of Veal and Pork. 


A leg of veal virtually trims itself. The bone is removed 
from it with the least use of the knife, the flesh separating 
itself into three sections almost without cutting. From the 
smallest of these triangular pieces the veal cutlet is taken. 
The other portions are used for roasts. 

As for pork, the restaurant butcher knows only the rack 
and the loin, the one furnishing the chop and the other the 
roast. | — 

No other butcher shop in Chicago is open as many hours 
as is that of the first class restaurant. Butcher Alwell at 
Kinsley’s is in his working garb at 6 o'clock in the morning, 
and he must have all meat cut at 10 o'clock; this does not 
mean that the butcher shop closes, however, for not till mid- 
night has the last man gone off duty in that department.
